TWYFELAAR, Monday, Aug. 20.— 


Through secret intelligence agents the 
British authorities learn that General 
Louis Botha, -the Commancler-in-Chief 
of the Boer forces, 
General Lucas 


Meyer, the Commander of the Orange 
Free State iorces, and. General Schalk- 
burger, Vice-President of the Transvaal 
Republic, with 8,000 Boers, have as- 
sembled at Machadodorp 
(generally 


understood to be the headquarters of 
President Kruger, on the Delagoa-Pre- 
toria Railroad) with Boer artillery, in- 
cluding the 
heavy' pieces formerly at 


Pretoria. 


PRETORIA, Tuesday, Aug. 21.— 


The trial of Lieutenant Cordua. former- 
ly of the Transvaal artillery, on 
a 


charge of 'being concerned in the plot to 
kidnap General Lord Roberts, was con- 
cluded today.

homes In the suburbs of Chicago. 
The society co-operates with tha Bur- 
eau of Associated Charities in the rescue 
of 
children from improper homes, the 
Bureau f jo-m Hs more intimate knowledge 
of neighborhood conditions being able to 
supply the necessary witnesses and gath- 
er the- evidence, while the. Home and Aid 
Society brings the suit in i'ts own name, 
and takes charge of Ith-o child. 
Besides this work the Home .and Aid 
Society pays the salary of a. probation of- 
ficer to attend tho prisoners of th-e child- 
ren's court. This- court was established 
last year. It has its own apartments and 
these 
are not in the same building in 


which ordinary trials are hold. On« judge, 
devotes almost his entire time to this 
court, 
and each of the prominent so- 
cieties engaged in work for children ap- 
poinits some one to a-ct as probation offi- 
cer. 
When a child Is arrested and It is 


thought best to give him another chance, 
before committing to- a reform school, ha 
is placed in charge of one o-f .these pro- 
bation officers. It than becomes the duty 
of a refined, intelllgemt person to study 
this small delinquent and to try to make 
a man of him. Tin many cases the effort 
has been successful. If unsuccessful, the 
child is returned to the court for commit- 
tal to the Reform School.

BE COSTLY 


One of New York Mob's 


Victims a British 


Subject.

NEW YORK. Aug. 22.—The Herald 


prints die following: 


International complications may fol- 


low the negro riots. 
Alfred Akins, a 


British subject, who was one of the vic- 
tims of the mob and later of police out- 
rages, has appealed to the British Con- 
sul for redress. 


Akins is a parlor car porter, and while 


he was on his way to his home from the 
Grand Central station, ignorant of the 
race war then going on. lie was beaten 
and almost killed by whites. 
He was 


rescued by policemen, but barely es- 
caped even rougher treatment at the 
hands of the police. 


Akins is about 30 years o"id and a 


native of Kingston. Jnnnfca. He is em- 
ployed 'by the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford road. 
He described his 


experience yesterday. 
— "I arrived at the Grand Central sta- 
tion about 8-o'clock Wednesday even- 
ing, 
August 
I5th. 
from 
the 
White 


Mountains." he said. "I had not heard 
of the riots then going on, and I started 
for my home. 


"I got to Forty-first street when a 


mob of w'hite men seized me. crying: 
'There's another of the black devils." 
They knocked me down. I got up ?nd 
ran north to Forty-third street, the mob 
following me all the way.

me and dragged me back to Forty-first 
street. Somebody told a policeman that 
I was inuocent and he took me away 
from them and into a drugstore. 
He 


called an ambulance and 
my wounds 


were dressed. My face was cut in half 
a dozen places and my right eye was 
swollen shut. They started to take me 
to the police station, but on the way the 
ambulance was stopped for half an hour 
near Ninth avenue. A mob surrounded 
it ami men spat CHI me, the policemen 
offering no objection. 


"I was kept at the police station until 


•z o'clock in the morning, when they 
said -there was no charge against me and 
told me to go with half a dozen 
other 


negroes. There was a mob still outside 
the station and I begged to be allowed 
to remain. They let me stay until 4 
o'clock when Captain Cooney came and 
ordered me and several others out. 
I 


was the last to leave the station and 
he said to me: 'I hope the police will 
catch you before you get home and beat 
you to death.' It was raining then and 
the mob was scattered. I was not mo- 
lested on the way home." 


Akins has been tinder treatment since 


then at the New York Hospital. 
He 


called on the British Consul, who said 
he would investigate his case. 


C. Clive-Bayley, who is British acting 


Consul-General during the absence 
in 


Europe of Percy Sanderson, said that 
Akins !had called on him, said he was a 
British subject and had been 
clubbed 


without cause during the ri.ots. He was 
told to have his'complaint p.it in legal 
form. 
Mr. Clive-Bayley tolc Akins to 


come back after he had done this and 
he would consider his case.
